Sheriff McCord w a- informed that he 
is alleged to have passed a w orthless 
check for $25 in Pekin a short tim e 
before his arrest. 
Thompson h as 
lived 
in the H ouston 
neighborhood 
m o st o f his life and was em ployed 
on various farm s in that community. 
Some o f the checks which were giv ­ 
en to local people wen* drawn on the 
First N ational Bank o f this citv and 
the Farmers* Bank at Freetown, 
lie 
had 
no funds on deposit in 
either 
bank, it is stated. 
The cheeks w ere 
returned to the jmrtie- who cached 
them and were marked “no funds.*' 
It is believed that Thompson s u c ­ 
ceeded in getting about $60 in this 
manner here.

The charge against Thompson was J

ersville and he w as unhanged be­ 
fore Justice Campbell. 
Ile waived a 
preliminary hearing and w as bound 
over to circuit court under bond of 
$500. 
Ile 
will make no effort 
to 
furnish bail, it is stated, and will be 
held in the county .inii until circuit 
court convenes February 24. 
It is 
probable that he will plead guilty. 
Since the arrest o f Thompson b e ­ 
cam e known several checks which he 
is alleged to have placed in circula­ 
tion have com e to light.

W ashington, February 6— The con­ 
ference rei>ort on Am erica’s six bil­ 
lion dollar w ar revenue bill— greatest 
in 
this nation’s history— w'as 
pre­ 
sented to the house today by Chair­ 
man Kit chin o f the w ays and m eans 
committee. 
In addition to raising about $6,- 
000,000,000 in taxes, the bill gives 
every soldier, sailor and marine and 
all women nurses in the American 
forces 
a bonus 
o f $60 upon 
d is­ 
charge. 
This means an appropria­ 
tion o f more than $400,000,000. 
Following are the chief provisions 
o f the bill; 
The normal income tax for 1918 is 
six percent, on incom es up to $4,000 
and 12 percent, for higher incomes. 
A fter 1618 the normal is four per­ 
cent. on incom es up to $4,000 and 8 
percent on those over $4,000. 
The 
present normal is fou r percent. 
Exem ptions o f $1,000 for a single 
person and $2,000 for a married one, 
with $200 additional fo r each de­ 
pendent under 18, remain as at p res­ 
ent. 
The income surtax rates begin at 
one percent on incom es o f $5,000 to 
$6,000 and run to 65 percent on in­ 
com es o f over $1,000,000. 
Present 
-urtaxes are lower on the middle and 
higher incomes, the highest rate in 
the present law being Jifty percent 
on incom e- o f more than $1,000,000. 
Partnerships and jier-onal service 
corporations pay the tax a s individ­ 
uals, not as corporations. 
The c o r ­ 
poration 
income 
tax for 1919 
is 
twelve 
p ercen t; and thereafter ten 
percent. 
The present rate is six 
percent. 
The bill allows incom e taxes to be 
paid iii one or four installm ents, as 
the taxpayer chooses. 
The first in­ 
strum ent is due when the return is 
filed, the second three months later, 
the third in six and the last in nine 
months. 

Pro- 
vision is made fo r both w ar and e x ­ 
e c — profits ta x es in the fiscal year 
lait after that the war profits tax 
com es off except in certain specified 
ea ses where war contracts run over 
in later years.
